To the Author of the Lounger. 
Sir, 


Flatter m;felf you will not thitk me unworthy 

of your correfpondeace. Mott of the members 
of my family have taken the liberty of communi- 
cating the particulars of their fituation, or of 
praying redrefs of their grievances irom the authors 
of the periodical works of the time; and a certain 
dark-complexioned relation of mine has had a pe* 
tition to yourfelf laid before the public in yoar 
53d number.

An ACT fuplementary to the a& entitled ‘An a8 
fer giving relief in cafes of infelvency.’ 
Paffed the 27thof January, 1789. 

HEREAS by the laws in beiag within this 

State, executors or adminiftrators have no 
authority to become petitioning creditors for any 
infolvent debtor, nor to confent to his difcharge, 
unlefs at their own rifque, whereby it may fre- 
quently happen that the eitates of their teftator or 
inteflate may be injured. ‘Therefore, 

BE it ena&ed by the People of the State of New- 
York, reprefented in Senate and Afimbly, ang it is 
hereby enadted by the authority of the fame, That 
in all cafes where executors or adminiftrators think 
it would be proper for them to become petitioning 
creditors for any infolyent debtor in the manner 
prefcribed in and by the aét, entitled ‘an & for 
giving relief in cafes of infolvency,’ fuch executors 
or adminiitrators may prefent a petition to the 
Chancellor of this State for the time being, ftating 
the reafons which induce them to think it advifea- 
ble for them refpedtively to become petitioning cre- 
ditors as aforefaid, whereupon the faid Chancellor 
fhall and may as {con as he fhall deem it convenient, 
examine the allegations and reafons contained in 
fuch petition, in a fummary manner; and if he 
fhall thereupon be of opinion that it will not be 
difadvantageous to the perfons interefed in the per- 
fonal eftate of fuch teftator or inteflate, that the faid 
executors or adminiftrators fhould become petition- 
ing credjtors as aforefaid, then and in every fuch 
cafe he fhall caw’e an entry of fach opinion to be 
made in the minutes of the Court of Chancery, 
and thereupon the faid executors or adminiftrators 
thal! be fully authorifed to become petitioning credi- 
tors as aforefaid, and fhall be only chargeable with 
fuch fum or fums of money as fhall come to their 
hands from the’ eftate of the infolvent, any law, 
ufage or cuftom tothe contrary notwithftanding.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 20. 

The petitions with refpect to the theatre this 
day engaged the atteution of the Legiflature, 
There appeared to be about 6000 fubfcribers in fa- 
vour of the drama, and about 4500 againtt it. It 
will give fincere pleafure to every friend of rational 
amuiement and treedom of fentiment, to be in- 
formed, that the city members are directed to 
bring ina bill, ‘ for repealing any law, or part of 
‘ a law, that prohibits dramatic reprefentations, 
and for providing fuch reftrictions as will prevent 
thofe reprefen:atitions which may be injurious to 
© morals.’ The houfe divided, 35 in favour of 
a bill, zgagainfi it. ‘This decifion was announced 
by a numerous and refpectable audience, who 
joined in a joyful acclamation, as foon as the houfe 
broke up. . 

Friday night laft, four villains entered the houfe 
of Mr. Lether, near the Buck.tavern, in Moya- 
menting townfhip, and afier abufing Mr. Lefher* 
and his wife, took from them about gol. in cafh, 
&c. But one of the rogues attempting to go up 
itairs, where iodged two of Mr. Lether’s fons, one 
of them ftood at the head of the ftairs with a load- 
ed mufket,. and warned the robber not to come 
farther ; the fellow Ccifregarding this threat, pro- 
ceeded, when the man fired and lodged thescon- 
tents in his left fhoulder and cheek, *upon which 
hefell, and his comrades made off with the booty. 
The wounded robber was brought to town the next 
nde, and, lodged in jail; and if he efcapes 
with life, will always carry with him a memoran- 
dum, fufficient to deter him from {uch practices in 
future, 

Same night, the ftore of Mr. Gillafpey, in 
Front-ftreet, Southwark, was broke open, and 
plundered of dry goods to a confiderable amount. 

We are informed that one of the Jultices of the 
city hath fent no lefs than nine thieves to jail from 
the 14th to the 19th of this month, for various 
burglaries and robberies; three of whom commit- 
ted four robberies laft Saturday, and the owners 
recovered their goods. Among the thieves are 
the nototious Cole and Bennet, who robbed Mr. 
Gillafpey, and thé more famous Tom Wigley, 
who was lately pardoned.
